INJUNCTION. 


Tbe Little Pittsburg Silver Mining 


Company of Leadville, Colorado, 
have declared a dividend of 50 cents 
per sbare, aggregating the nice sum 
of S100.000, payable on June 17th. 
This company have extended this 
courtesy five times before to stock- 
holilera, making with the pending 
dividend, §600.000. 
Colorado is ra 


ceiving more attention than usual as 
a mining section. Her bullion pro- 
duct for 1878 was S6.820.700, the 
largest in her history. 
But that 


amount will probably be exceeded 
this year. Since 1859, it is estimated 
that Colorado has produced over $81,- 
000,000 in bullion. 


Saturday B. W. Wilder, accom- 


panied by hia attorney E. I. Robin- 
son (S. Solon Hall being of counsel) , 
swore to a complaint or petition, ia 
his own behalf and that of bis wife, 
against 0. F, McGlashan, before the 
Connty Clerk, and presented the 
same to Judge Denson, of the Sixth 
District Court, Sacramento, praying 
for a restraining order to issue 
against McGlashan and his publish- 
ers, to prevent the issnance of a book 
in the press of H. S. Crocker & Co., 
of Sacramento, wlich book is en- 
titled, in substance, "A History of 
the Donner Party." The petition 
sets forth that the Donuer party con- 
sisted of a number of persons who 
crossed the plains in 1847, en route 
to California, 
and who became 


weather-bound in the region of the 
sheet of water now known as Donner 
Lake. That while there they suffer 
ed great privations. 
That one of 


the survivors of that party is now the 
wife of B. W. Wilder, the petitioner; 
that the book McGlashan threatens 
to issue purports to give an account, 
in detail, of the sufferings of the 
party, and that among other things 
of a like character, the book will de- 
tail that the Donner party while in 
dire distress was guilty of cannibal 
ism; that parents ate Ilie dead bodies 
of their children; and children of the 
dead bodies of their parents; am 
husbands of the dead dodies of their 
wives, etc. That such threatened 
publication is defamatory of tho dead 
hbolous of the survivors of the party 
and is false and untrue, etc. J?o 
these reasons, the Judge was askec 
to issue a temporary injunction, re 
straining the insurance of the book 
Judge Densou considered the peti 
tion, heard theargument of Mr. Wild 
er's attorney and then declined t 
make the order, claiming that if th 
book was hbelous they had recours 
by law.

AN AUUItiNCIS OF ONE. 


All the world has heard of tbe 


eccmtric distaste of King Ludwig of 
Bavaria for publicity, especially in 
tho theatre. His passionate love of 
the drama, and his excellent judg- 
ment upon it and its allied arts—its 
poetry, scenery and music—are equ- 
ally matters o' notoriety. A citizen 
of Munich says ho has not seen the 
King in a theatre since 1868, when 
he sat alone in the royal dox at the 
first representation of the 
water 


nymphs in the green flood of the 
Rhine. Since that time King Lud- 
wig has become still more shy of 
society, and he now arranges for 
seperate representations of plays and 
operas, at which he constitutes the 
whole and sole andience. On such 
events even his manager, Baron von 
Perfall, dares not show himself in 
the house, but is compelled to watch 
the performance from behind the 
scenes. Of the actors and actresses 
in these secret performances tbe King 
is severely critical. His 
favorite 


pliy, Schiller's "Jungfrau von Or- 
leans" is now never acted, because 
His Majesty cannot find any actress 
who renders the part of Joan of Arc 
to his satisfaction, although tbe dec- 
orations for tbe eepniato presenta- 
tions of this drama have been pro- 
duced at enormous expense of time, 
talent and cost. Tlio King himself 
journeyed to Rbeims in order to se- 
cure that the scenery for the corona' 
tion in tbe Cathedral of ftheims 
should be accurate and faultless, and 
the view of the interior of the cathed- 
ral is said to be a masterpiece of dec 
orative 
painting. Tbe coronation 


procession also has been arranged 
with a rare magnificence, wealth, and 
yet, on account of the exacting criti 
cistn of King Ludwig it is never 
placed upon the stage. He has lost 
none of his amiability far artists, 
and when a scene painter or aotor 
has specially pleased him he rewards 
them with gifts of unusual value. 
Such a life is a strange contrast to 
die active publicity of our own ro 
house and indeed, to that of all the 
other sovereign Princes within tbe 
German Empire.
